CHARGING  A NEAR  5,000 
students  and  faculty  to  acquire 
the  “simple  confidence  and  as- 
surance of  little  chldren,”  Elder 
Marion  D.  Hanks  of  the  First 
Council  of  Seventy  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  opened  the  first  de- 
votional assembly  of  winter 
quarter. 

“God  loves  us,  even  when  we 
are  naughty,’’  Elder  Hanks  said. 
Then  he  told  listeners  to  reach 
the  highest  spiritual  possibilities 
we  must  strive  to  understand  and 
share  the  gospel. 

IGNORANCE  IS  darkness,  the 
gospel  is  light,  said  the  one-time 
Navy  chaplain.  Quoting  Milton 
he  said  the  “end  of  all  learn- 
ing is  to  know  God.” 

THE  FORMER  seminary  prin- 
cipal gave  what  he  considered 
important  scriptures  to  living. 

Citing  experiences  with  his 
children  Elder  Hanks  brought 
out  “great  lessons  in  life.”  “We  j 
will  love  God  as  a child  does 
when  we  make  ourselves  sub- 
missive to  his  teachings,"  he  j 
said.  To  “love  God  and  brother” 
is  basic  to  all  Christ’s  teachings 
and  one  that  is  sometimes  over- 
looked when  teaching  the  gospel, 
he  stated. 

“Charity  for  people,”  he  stated, 
is  fundamental  to  all  living. 

To  repent  with  deep  humility 
will  start  people  on  a new  life 
Elder  Hanks  said.  For  those  who 
have  a problem  he  advised  the 
reading  of  Alma,  in  the  Book  of 
Mormon. 


"Judgment,  mercy,  and  faith,” 
as  a child  applies  them  should 
be  a sought  after  goal  he  said. 

ELDER  HANKS  was  an  in- 
structor at  the  Institute  of  Re- 
ligion at  the  University  of  Utah 
shortly  before  his  calling  to  the 
Council  of  Seventy.  He  served  a 
mission  in  the  Northern  States, 
and  once  was  president  of  the 
Emigration  Chapter  of  the  Sons 
of  the  Utah  Pioneers. 

Sffeaking  through  the  eyes  of 
children,  Elder  Hanks  said  we 
are  taught  that  little  children  are 
without  sin.  Stating  our  love  of 
God  and  for  one  another  should 
be  as  a child’s  love.  He  called 
upon  experiences  with  his  child- 
ren in  the  past  few  years  to 
bring  out  his  points.

Students  May  Lack 
Graduation  Credit 
Through  Mistake 

President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
said  Tuesday  that  some  students 
may  not  receive  religion  credit 
for  some  classes  they  mistaken- 
ly believed  could  be  applied  to- 
ward the  24  hours  of  credit  in 
religion  necessary  for  gradua- 
tion. 

The  1955-56  catalog  states 
that  six  hours'  of  credit  in  cer- 
tain courses  not  in  the  religion 
department  may  be  applied  to- 
ward religion  credit  as  well  as 
applying  toward  other  groups 
in  which  they  are  listed.  Courses 
include  certain  ones  in  archae- 
ology, human  development,  mu- 
sicology, philosophy,  and  his- 
tory. 

The  rules  applies  only  to  stu- 
dents registering  under  the  : 
catalog  requirements  introduced 
this  year.  It  does  not  apply  to 
students  who  intend  to  graduate 
under  the  old  program,  Pres. 
Wilkinson  stated. 

Students  intending  to  gradu- 
ate under  the  old  program  who 
have  registered  for  some  of  the 
courses  listed  on  page  84  or  the 
catalog  should  either  re-register 
or  make  sure  that  the  course  for 
whih  they  have  registered  is 
permissible  religious 
subject  under  the  old  catalog, 
the  President  said.
